Just now, the menace of these "leagues 
f death" in the great population centers constitutes 
ic most disquieting factor in American^llfe. 


EXPERT WITNESSES. 


Once again has Nebraska been treated to an ob- 


ect lesson which should impress upon the people of 
he state the desirability if not the necessity of hav- 
ng those medical experts who are to testify in cases, 
ppointed by-the court and their compensation fixed 


the same authority. In the Davis murder trial, 


ow'at or near its end at McCook, supposedly reput- 
ble physicians, men of standing and reputation in 
iclr various communities, gave widely varying testi- 
mony. 


This state of affairs is nothing unusual, for within 


he last few veeks, In two other celebrated cases In 
Nebraska the same thing has occurred and in fact it 
s going on all over the country all of the time. Law- 
ers seem to be able to get expert medical witnesses 
o back any hypothesis which they may desire to 
lave substantiated and the consequence i-. that jurors 
re left in hopeless quandaries after all of the testi- 
nony is in. 


And it is possible to believe that all of these doc- 


ors are honest in the conclusions they claim to 
have reached, for it is not pretended that medicine 
s an exact science. Physicians of the highest stand- 
ng may conscientiously differ In their diagnosis of 
ases and as to the causes responsible for certain 
tated symptoms. 


Physicians know, however, -which side a lawyer is 


m and the doctor is aware that when an attorney m- 
erested in a case presents him with a hypothetical 
question, based on that lawyer's theory, that a good 


s will be forthcoming if the question Is answered 
the satisfaction of the attorney presenting the 


question. And it is a fact known to all that both sides 
n every trial involving question? of pathology, diag- 
nosis or other questions having '."> do with the science 
or practice of medicine Is able to get just as many 
expert witnesses as it desires. 


The way to solve tliii problem and to relieve one 


of the oldest, most honorable and most useful of pro- 
fessions of any possible taint of scandal, is to place 
all expert testimony in the hands of the court, the 
i-Itnesses to be appointed and their compensation 
fixed by the trial judge. 
When this is done jurors 


will know that the witness Is not biased and that the 
testimony reflects the real conclusions of the man 
upon the stand. This will be better for the physician, 
and certainly much better for the public. 


A RIDDLE FOR THE CRIMINOLOGIST. 


Two young men, students of the University of Ne- 


braska, are facing serious charges because, it is al- 
eged. they armed themselves with revolvers and de- 
iberatcly attempted to rob a -rasolme filling station. 


The situation is another illustration of the amazing 


development of crime in recent years. 


It is not difficult to understand how the youth, 


brought up in the crowded tenernerts of the great 
cities, amid squalor and abject poverty, with the 
knowledge that those he loves are facing hardship 
and hunger, might be impelled to rob. 
But it is a 


puzzle to understand those strange impulses which 
lead young men of respectable families into situa- 
tions similar to t*ie one presented in this case. They 
have every advantage of home and family. They have 
the advantage of education which, if it means any- 
thing at all, should instill reverence for law, respect 
for obedience and discipline, and the inspiration to 
live sane, orderly and decent Hyes. 


Sometimes we are brought to the inevitable con- 


clusion that perhaps In our devotion to education we 
have placed a halo about it. -The mere fact that a 
mar! or a woman may complete the courses of study 
in the higher institutions of learning is not significant 
unless put to practical use. Nor will it unlock the 
doors to financial success or material prosperity un- 
less the one seeking it is willing to i ake the same 
sacrifices and the same productive effort as the man 
or woman who starts without the advantage of edu- 
cation.

Superfluous Hair. 
From all I have read and heard, there Is no permanent cure 


erfluous hair except the electric needle. The X-rays are not 
danger, even in the hands of a competent physician, and are «»Peclally. 
dangerous when si\-en by inexperienced operatots. Aside from ganger, 
they are not effective in removing the hairs, according to seveial 
sKin 


SPeCCau*se.—In some cases of superfluous hair, there is known tc> be 
some disorder of the internal glands, and effective treatment directed 
against this disorder will remove the superfluous hair. Other cases may 
be a racial or family trait and so are Inheritable. 
Jackson, in his textbook on skin diseases, say» that he bciie\es lac,* 
creams do not affect the growth of hairs. However, he has notlcea tnat 
there wiU be an extra growth- of hair on parts that have been P°u'«c«a 
for some time, so that heat and moisture apparently have some growrn- 
stimulatlng effect. 
. 
If there are only a few hairs, they can be clipped as they grow or 


else pulled out by the root, cither singly or by depilatories. Uetting it 
out by the root, of course, keeps the hair off longer than *»PPlnf or 
shaving. Either method probably coarsens the hair somewhat but it is 
the lesser of two evils.

For coarse hairs that are far apart. Long advises the use of the 


electric needle. 
If there are both coarse and fine hairs that are con- 


spicuous, the combination of the electric needle and the depilatory can 
be used. Most standard depilatories on the market are dependable. II 
you wish to have one put up. the following is one I have taken from a 
standard textbook on skin diseases:

It you cannot get the fresh vegetables where, you 
are, you certainly can get the canned or dried and you can get canned 
or dried milk. The newer methods of canning now cause less destruction 
of the vitamins than the older methods. The canned or dried tomatoes 
and spinach seem apparently to retain 
their vitamins always Tou 


ought to be able to get fresh cabbage and some other fresh vegetables. 


You are very young yet. Mrs. H-, so do not be discouraged. You 


should go to a good physician and have a thorough examination anyway.

Would Tegtjfy Further. 


Coroner Oscar Wolff. In enrage 


of the inquest into McSwiggln's 
death which was to be resumed to- 
day and who had' previously ap- 
peared before the grand jury for a 
short time at the request of Robert 
E. Crowe, state's attorney and his 
political opponent, late Thursday 
again came to the grand jury room 
and asked that he be permitted to 
testify further. 


This he was allowed to do, but 


the nature of the testimony was 
not revealed. 


The murder case in which the 


grand 
Jury returned indictments 


was that of Martin Gearity, who 
was "taken for 
a 
ride" 
several 


weeks ago and thrown from an au- 
tomobile after being slain. The In-

Carlstrom said Messleln admit-
